Search for

OMAHA, Neb. — People sought air- 
conditioned relief in the library, did their 
laundry at night and sweated uirough the 
fifth day of a heat wave Wednesday that 
pushed temperatures over 100 across the 
Plains. 

At least two heat-related deaths were re- 
ported: a roofer pouring tor in Texas, and a 
man tri Omaha whose cancer.death was 
hastened by heat stroke. 

Several states reported cases of heat-in- 
duced illness, including 100 people who 
sought first aid during Tuesday’s All-Star 
baseball game in Arlington, Texas. More 
than 1,Q00 cattle have died in the heat in 
-Iowa. _ - - ■ _ 

The heat wave is expected to~linger in 
the region until the weekend, when tem- 
peratures ore expected to drop into the up- 
-per 80s or lower 90s, and then movc into • 
New York and southern New England. 

"1 ain’t looking forward to it, not when 1 
got to work in it," said Junior White of 
Pittsburg^' who works on a delivery tiuik 
with no air conditioning. 

. Forecasters blamed the sweltering 
, weather on an enormous high-pressure sys- 


tem over Kansas and Nebraska that shunt- 
ed the jetstreom north, making a big chunk 
ofthe central United States feel like (he 
desert Southwest. 

Temperatures climbed past 100 at al- 
most every weather reporting station' in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and Nebraska 
' on Tuesday, with Hays and Salina,.Kan., ' 
hitting 112 degrees. 

In Omaha — where Wednesday’s high 
reached 109 — people sought relief in the 
72-dcgrce comfort of the downtown H- 
braiy. 

“These last four days have been 
scorchers," said Robert Hunt, who read a' 
magazine before going to work at Omaha; 
Steaks. “I figure the best way to beat the 
heat is to get out of iO

Pay- 
per view programs and pay cable 
channels like HBO also arc exempt- 
ed. 

The. telecommunications bill 
passed by the Senate last month 
contains the so-called V-chip provi- 
sion that would require broadcasters 
and cable networks 'to rate their' 
shows for violence and other poten- 
tially objectionable co'ntent.

Idaho's elected ofTicials arc keeping 
busy nowadays assuring you just how 
dedicated they arc to the notion of lo- 
cal control. 

Next February or March, they may 
-actually get a chance to prove it^ — 

That’s when, with at least partial 
• support from Gov. Phil Batt, the issue 
of local-option taxation for counties is 
likely to come before the Legislature. 

It’s bccn thcrc many times before, of 
course, always crumbling under the 
qualms of tax -shy lawmakers who 


worry about giving local elected offT 
cials an unlimited supply of blank 
checks. 

Never mind that every serious local- 
option tax proposal since the first one 
in 1975 has required voter approval. 
The issue here is control. 

It's traditionally been hard for state 
legislators to yield that power, even 
those whq_talk a good gome about de- 
volution. 

That’s because fdaho’s billion-dollar 
state government either controls. or 
strongly. affects most non-fcdcral pub- 
lic-sector spending in the state. If 
you’re a state legislator, it’s nice to 
have that leverage. 

Trouble is, that state control suffers 
from many of the same flaws as feder- 


al control, especially in Idaho. Even 
the most dedicated legislative commit- 
tee Chairman from-Bayview hasn’t a 
clue what the citizens of Buhl need. 

Batt, who was a city councilman in 
— Wilder-long-before ho-becamo-an-in-^ 
sidcr in Boise, understands that, of 
course. But he also grasps there’s more 
at stoke here than the authority to tax 
and spend. , , , • 

■ True local tontrol is a philosophy 
that soys, the effectiveness of govern- 
ment is inversely proportional to its 
“distance - a'nd'th’ara"locaFclcctcd’offi~ 
cial who answers his own phone is 
• worth 20 Boise policy wonks who 
don’t. 

It’s a philosophy that says the best 
public servant is the one who works 
h^est fo put himself out of a^ob.

: The Boise National Forest has initiated 


what is currently the nation’s largest timber 
sale project, and it will cost the public m 9 re 
than $36 million in deficit speridingl 

The Boise River salvage sales volume is 
236 million board feet covering 77,500 
acres that burned late summer of 1994. It 
lies just northwest of Twin Falls. Taken to- 
gether, these sales will be the largest in Ida- 
; no’s history. It is touted as a national model- 
' for salvage logging. 

The Boise l^er fire salvage prmect has 
been reviewed by Robert Wmf, a former os- 
sistant chief of the Congressional Research 
Service. Commissioned by the Alliance for 
the Wild Rockies, Wolfs analysis shows 
that the Boise National Forest grossly un- 
derestimated the costs of the project. In ad- 
dition, we now'know that the sales will not 
generate the revenues that the Forest Ser- 
vice originollyclanned.--; 

This project has been a boondoggle from 
the start. Twenty-five percent of the volume 
offered for sale received no bids, despite its 
low price, driving the appraised value' of 
subsequent sales down. The “no-bid" sales 
will be reappraised and auctioncd.for less 
,thon originally priced, driving the estimated 
'deficit of $36 million even higher. The sus- 
picion of industrial collusion is unavoid- 
able. 

Besides overestimating the market value 
of the timber, the Forest Service also under- • 
estimated costs by roughly 40 percent. Wolf 
determined the octual probable cost for ad- 
ministrative overhead, planning and sole 
preparation, while the Forest Service gross- 
ly underestimated that cost. 

^ Wolfdetermined the Boise National For- 
est administrative' cost for logging by rely- 
ing on the Boise National Forest’s figures 
reported to the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. From 1991 to 1994, these costs av- 
eraged out to $95 per thousand board feet. 

In its rebuttal of Wolf s analysis, the Forest 
Service claimed that this average cost was 
based on the logging oflive timber, which ' , 
costs more to admini(tv and prcpore.'Yet 
they failed to mention thafalmost ail the 
timber cut from the Boise National Forest 
1^1 to. 1994 came from fire salvage 
sales. So what gives? 

The only way-for the timber indusuy to 
profit from losing this project is if the 
public subsidizes the cosL It’s colled corpo- 
rate welfare. It’s time it come to on end.

Herds of hostile U.S. youngsters sur- 
vive by their wits in eities ano suburbs. ' 
Many have already carved out remarkable 
lives for themselves, lives dominated by 
chaos and crime. Some are destined to ' 
spend long years on a psychiatrist’s 
couch, if not in penal institutions. Indreas- 

-ingly,.mony.tiy to commit suicide. , 

* Without intervention - including re- 
moving them from their natural homes 
• there is almost no way for many teens

to escape what fate has in slore for 
them. 

"AS'c'oldahd'CalCUlaiing asit'might ' 
.seem, some children would be better off 
living among “professional parents,'" 
trained to provide groups of youngsters 
with a stronger sense of respect and f 
morality than many biological parents hre 
equipped to do. 

Rearing children requires skills that are 
hardly universal. And in an era when kids 
are increasingly having kids, child-raising 
would be better done by surrogate parents 
who are trained for parenthood. ’ 

Existing attitudes would preclude many 
parents from giving their kids over to oth- 
ers better suited to raise them. Such par- 
ents would be intimidated by being criti- 
cized for giving up their children. '• 

However» the Uves.of man;^ children 
would be immeasurably and immediately 
improved in an environment that is both 
healthy and hospitable to their needs. In a 
controlled and caring atmosphere, a child 
is much more likely to learn values and to 

live, peaceably .with.other5..Forcingjn: 

prepared parents to raise their children 
alone often results in the chilling episodes 
we .witness daily. 


The nation needs more places where 
parents in trouble - a mother such as • 
South Carolina’s Susan Smith who is on.- 
trial for murdering her two young sons, T'”* 
for example - can turn for help before en- 
gaging in desperate behavior.

Even the lowest-leveL 
civil servant is given a test to measure his 
or her competence.

young, even when evidence is abundant

vironment without being stigmatized, in

- “It will happen, and what we want 
to do is moke sure that everyone else 
is as prepared as we were so that 
thc]{,can have at least as favorable a 
response os we had — and hopeful- 
ly, even a better one," paramedic 
Mark Robison told a Capitol Hill 
briefing. 

Robison, who arrived at the 
bombed-ou t fede ral building min- 
utes oAct the blast, sahi 2{5~^bms 
were token to area hospitals within 
34 minutes of the explosion April 
19. The bomb killed 168 people and 
injured more than 500. 

He credited the rapid mponse to 
training by the Federal Emei^ncy 
Management Agency and sold' the 
agency's course in conimunity-spc- 


eifle inleftraied emergency response 
shoul'd'be mnti'dnVbfy for rescire 
woricers nationwide. 

The FEMA course taught the flex- 
ibility needed. to coordinate 66 
ambulances, o Held hospital, three 
triage units and hundreds of medicol 
personnel on the scene, Robison 
said ohhat chaotic morning.

ATLANTA (AP) - Two dornii- 
tories'built Tor Olynipic athletes 
have sunk as much as-nine inches 
more than expected since they 
. were constructed. 

“Of course, we're concerned 
but we’re also very optimistic,” 
Moggie McHugh-Parrish, director 
of housing at Georgia State, said 
Wednesday. “One of the advan- 
tages we have right now if there is 
a problem is they're way ahead of 
, schedule.’’ 

One of the six dormitory build- 
ings settled nine inches more than 
anticipated and another settled 
four inches beyond expectations, 
according to John Butler, acting 
director of the Georgia State Fi- 
nancing arid Investment Commis- 
sion. T^e settling is on one end of 
one building and. in the middle of 
the other. 

. “All buildings do settle," Butler 
said. “The degree of the settle- 
ment here I'd, say is probably un- 
usual — not insurmountable.” 

'The dorms, whieh will be occu- 
pied by athletes next year and by 
Georgia State students after the 
' 1996 Games, are 60 days ahead of 
r^ehedule. The state is building 
-them and will lease' them to the 
Atlanta Committee for the 
^Olympic Games next summer. 

State ofitcials said Tuesday that 
they have called in consultants to 
investigate settling of up.to nine 
inches in the buildings.

OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - After gliding 
through local government approval, the Raiders 
have one last hurdle before the team can officially 
call. Oakland home.,. 


The NFL meets Friday in Chicago to consider 
whether to approve the move. League officials 
said it must be approved by 23 of the 30 clubs. 

In 1982, the NFL sought unsuccessfully to stop 
team owner A1 Davis’ move to. Los Angeles, and 
Davis said last week that “a vote isn't necessary” 
for the current proposed move. 

The City Council and Alameda County Board- 
of Supervisors on Tuesday each unanimously ap- 
proved a 16-year agreement with Davis and 
agreed to issue $225' million in bonds to pay for 
stadium modernization, including the I75.1uxury . 
boxes Davis covets.- ) 

■ “Go, Raiders!” Councilman Richard Specs said 
when asked for his “aye” or “nny”.in the roll coll 
vote. 

Most of the City Council debate dealt with pos- 
sible financial risk to the city. But Mayor Elihu 
Harris called the city’s stake “a reasonable risk., 
and one that will have a reasonable return to justi- ' 
fy that risk.” 

“Everything in life is a terrible risk,” Board of 


Supervisor Chairwoman Gail Steele said. “It 
sounds like a great effort has been made not to 
use any tax dollars, that the fans will be paying 
for.aU of .this to happen.” 

Ci^ and ebun^ officials claim the Raiders will 
geneniie about $1.2 million in annual tax revenue 
and create about 1,000 full-time and part-time 
jobs in the Oakland area. 

The deal could be finalized os soon os Aug. 10 
— two days before the Raiders ore scheduled to 
host the Si. Louis Rams in a prescoson game at 
the Oakland Coliseum. 

Under city rules, the deal cannot take 60*601 un- 
til 30 days after a vote — giving citizens time lo 
try to block the agreement with a public referen- 
dum. . . . 

The stadium improvements, to be completed by ' 
the start' of the 1996 season, would be financed 
though government bonds to be repoid mostly 
through revenues generated by ticket stiles and* 
personal scot licenses, or PSL. 

Ifie personal scat licenses, which fans purchase 
to get season tickets, will range from $250 in the 
upper deck to $4,000 at the 50-yard line. 

The improvements would give the Oakland 
Coliseum 65,000 seats for football. All but 6,500 


seats will be subject to the PSL — 5,000 will be 
general admisrion 'seats and 1,500' will be saved 
'fo^ guests, players’ families and the visiting team. 
.. ..'ITic.deal in.cl.udcs.a.$31.9..million loon to' the 
Raiders for relocation and operating expenses,' 
and up to on additional $10 million for the con- 
struction of a new team training facility in the 
Oakland area. 

The agreement also calls for the Raiders to pay 
$500,000 annually in rent and fora $1 surcharge 
on all tickets to support schools and other public 
projects. County officials said the surcharge will 
bring $600,000 into public coffers each year. 

Meantime Tuesday, a U. S. ta x cow judge indi- 
cated that the Roiders may owe' income tax on at 
least $17.9 million .in loan payments the team re- 
ceived in the 1980s while in Los Angeles. 

Judge' Mary Ann Cohen said Davis must prove 
that the loans from the Los Angeles Coliseum and

Davis testified in a federal tax court Monday 
that the Raiders were obliged to build luxury box- 
es in Los Angeles and negotiate a stadium agree-

Study finds 
disabled lack 
accessible 
transportation

TWIN FALLS - A statewide survey echoes 
. a complaint often made by Magic Valley dis- 
abled people who want independence; There 
isn't enough accessible and affordable trans- 
portation. 

But a three-year strategic plan for the 
Rehabilitation Services Administration pro- 
poses working' on that problem, as well as 
addressing the lack of accessible and afford- 
able housing, said Linda Vaniman, Idaho 
State Independent Living Council’s adminis- 
trative assistant. 

On Wednesday, the state council released 
the results of o random telephone survey of 
635 Idahoans done by the Survey Research 
Center at Boise State University, which was 
combined with interview^ of 103 disabled 
people. ' - , . . 

Ilie council and two olher'agencies used 
the data on unmet needs of disabled Idahoans 
for a Three-Year State Plan for Independent 
Living. The survey was done in February and 
March. 

"These results were used to formulate our 
goals and objectives in the next three years,” 
Vaniman said. ‘Two of our highest priorities 
were transportation and 'housing." 

An estimated 18.74 percent of Idahoans arc 
likely to qualify os having a disability under 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, and near- 
ly half of Idaho households has someone with 
a disability, according to the surv^. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Census Bureau esti? 
mates 1 percent of residents have a disability. 
-But-orily-29.1 1 percent of-those-identified by— 
the survey os.disablcd would also be consid- 
ered disabled by the bureau, according to the 
council.'- 

. Separate data on Magic Valley respondents 
was not available. 

The survey showed: 

• Between 20 and 30 percent of respon- 
dents said their needs were not mt^. 

•'About one-third of respondents said 
transportation was inadequate, although less 
than 5 percent said it was the most importwt' 
problem. 

' • The most important problem in general 
for people with disabilities , is increased inde- 
pendence and social understanding or respect 

• Minorities, women, people without pri- 
vate insurance and those severely disabled 
need more assistance living independently. 

• Laws establishing desipated parking for 
people with disabilities are inadequately 
enforced. 45. percent of respondents said. 

• About one-third of respondents raid they 
had a high interest'in attending support groups 
with other disabled people.

WASHINGTON - Despite concerns of 
a Clinton administration official and 
Nevadans, -a bill to create an interim 
nuclear storage facility in Nevada appears

Crapo said the people of Idaho were 
promised that civilian arid military- waste 
kept at the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory would only be stored there 
temporarily. An interim facility at the 
Neva^ Test Site and a permanent rating 
ploce a( Yucca Mountain, olso ih Nevada,- 
would, pahially make goqd on that 
promise by accepting some of Idaho's 
civilian waste, he said. 

'. Fut.y.re shipments to INEL ohnounced 
by- Energy S^^taiy Hazel O'Leary could 
go to Nevada instead, Crapo added. - 

The bill, introduce by. Rep. Frederick 
Upton, R-Mich., would require the 


■Department of Energy to construct an 
interim storage focility in Nevada that 
would have to begin accepting spent fUe! 
by Jan. 31, 1998. Most panel Republicans 
support the legislation, and it has 166 sup- 
porters in the House. 

“I feel more positive about the issue," 
Crapo said. "Wc still have some issues to 
resolve regarding temporary storage and 
Yucca. Military waste is still on issue." 

But what's good for Idaho is not good 
for Nevada, said an aide Rep. Ba^ara 
Vucanovich,'R-Ncv., who cloimed the

Nevadans prefer a bill that would place ‘

Savannah River Site or Washington's 
Hanford Nuclear Reservation.

Harris proposed the idea in the 
commission’s regular Tuesday night 
meeting. It won the backing of fel- 
Jow Rcpubllban. Com miss ioner 
Steve Hasson, and inirilk'ely'd^peaf' 
as an advisory question on the 
November ballot. If voters approve, 
the county could go to chain gangs 
beginning next year. 

— -The 'thini-county commissioner, 
Democrat George Marlion, said he 
favois having inmates work, but not 
in chains. 


"Politically it sounds good,^but it 
offends my sensibilities, ’' Marlion 
said. "Everyone needs to .be pun- 
ished; but humiHated.^.j don't

. Harris said he remembered seeing 
chain gangs as a child growing up in ' 
Portsmouth, Va., in the 1940s and- 
‘50s, and they seemed to help con- 
trol crime. ' 

“We didn’t lock cars, we didn’t- 
lock doors. Our ladies walked- the 
-Streets up and down, visiting neigh- 
borhoods or downtown. They didn't 
have to wor^ about it. We didn’t 
have people getting muggfd in the 
parkadc," he told KXLY-TV. 

“We've got to secure this county, 
and the only way we're gojng to do 
it i s step up to the plate and take 
bccbunubnify for it," Harris said. 

Chain gangs fell out of favor in 
the 1960s omid criticism that they 
were barbaric. However, local gov- 
ernments looking for ways to crock 
down on crime have been rcconsid-. . 
ering. Since May, chain gongs hove 
been used in pans of Alabama ond 
Arizona.

aside two 45-day open-enrollment 
periods each year. ’The first period 
started July 1. 

The Individual Health Insurance 
Availability Act is intchded to help 
moke coverage more accessible and at 
least a little, more affordable for 
Idaho’s uninsured. 

Health insurers who want to sell 
policies to individual Idahoans, not 
just employers, are required by law to 
offer two special policies. Tlicy arc not , 
quite as comprehensive, but often not 
O.S expensive as others. 

During open-enrollment periods, 
people can buy those policies without 
— being- turned downbccausc they -arc- 
sick. 

In the post, some with diabetes or 
other conditions could not buy insur- 
ance at any price. 

For Boisean Barbaro.Hardy, who 
has been diagnosed wiih lupus, a 
chronic disease of thg body's. connec- 
tive tissue, the law was a lifesaver. 

She estimates it wjll rave her more 
than S3, 000 a year on her insurance 
premiums. 

“1 am amazed that Idaho has helped 
set the rutional .standard for states tak- 
ing care- of the hcalih-carc crisis,” the

There’s life down there, where trees, 
shrubs, plonts,and animals crowd into 
a verdant ribbon along both shores. 

Clouds of swallows flutter from

snakes swim alongside moving boats.

In French, the name means "brown> 
water’’ - but whoever christened it' 
should have included the word 
which means cold.

The maf^lflcent scenery of the first ' 
day is replaced by malevolent white- 
water on the second day. It starts gen- 
tly, with the river winding throu^ a 
sinuous sluicebox of stone before the 
canyon opens and the gradient steep- 
ens. . _ . 

Then the river is choked with dis- 
proportionately largd boulders, and 
boaters soon omve at Fivemile - the 
Bnineau’s toughest rapid. 

Fivemile is a runaway freight train 
of buW!! twisting white>vater that drt^s" ' 
away at a'precipitous angle for several 
miles on end. The Jtver plunges head- 
long into tho.fmy and boaters.- paitkr. 
ulony rafters'- nave little' opportfiniiy 
to stop.' . 

Instead, they must navigate'^ near^ 
continuous blur of rapids that, taken 
together, deserve a solid Class Four 
rating.' 

. After thot, the canyon grodually 
Stans to soften: The soaring walls be- 
gin to lay down as fences, roads and 
telephone poles start to appear. 

There ore a several reminders of the 
Bruncau's fury in the firuU few miles, 
but the river uilimately eiids up as tanie . 
os a canal. It's a banal end to on unibr* 
gettable trip, because there’s no bint of 
the magnincence just a few miles up- 
stream. 

If you want to feel humble in the 
face of nature, head for the Bruneau 
River Canyon.

• SANDUSKY. Ohio (AP) — Earl 
Wetzel sat in his van at the side of a 
hjral road, a high-powered telescope 
trained on an empty nest perched 
high in a tree. 

An eagle soared into view, circled 
a tree,, then landed by its nest.' 
Wetzel picked up a pen and pad and 
began scribbling. . 

“They're beautiful,” said Wetzel, 
a volunteer with the Ohio 
Deportment of Natural Resources’ ; 
bald eagle nest monitoring program. 
"1 really enjoy watching them.” 

Bald eagles are making a strong 
comeback in Ohio because of volun- 
teers like Wetzel and his wife, Mary, 
who spend hours each week camp^ 
out in thcr-wild, monitoring nests. 

-- “These people devote on ineredi- 
blc amount of time to the bird.’ ... 
They do almost all the field work for 
us," said Kelly Schott, a program 
coordinotor. “,Wc wouldn’t be able 
to monitor all of the nests just 
because of the disumccs we have to 
drive and the limited number of

The state Wildlife Division count- 
' ed 98 eagles in Ohio this winter, 
mostly in northern Ohio.

Costa Rica takes step to restore sport fishing 


ATLANTA (AP) — In an effort to 
restore a depicted sport fishery in his 
Central American nation, Costa Rican 
President Jose Maria Figures has 
banned the commercial fishing for 
sailfish in the waters off the country.

“If a person is chronically late, 
that should be penalized, but based 
on what we’ve seen, a lot of the 
time the punishments don’t fit the 
crime,” said Ruth Susswein, exccu- .
